The parade, it w./’ agreed b/ those 
who viewed it, was one that did cred­ 
it to the industries of Anaheim and to 
the ranchers of the surrounding ter­ 
ritory. 
It not only illustrated in a 
marked degree the progressiveness of 
this thi.ving city, but gave a splen­ 
did demonstration of the resources of 
the surrounding territory. 
Practically all 
the 
industries 
of 
Anaheim were represented in the pa­ 
rade, and there were also floats from 
a number of neighboring cities. 
The 
parade was led by V. 
U. 
Simpson, 
chief marshal for the day, and his 
aides, following whom came 
Queen 
Monica and her 
court. 
The 
main 
part of the procession was led by a 
splendid exhibition of horses, includ­ 
ing carriage and saddle animals and 
draft stock, which showed that Or­ 
ange county o not behind any section 
of the country in Hie production of 
horseflesh. 
Following the live stock 
came a detachment of 
cowboys 
in 
elaborate costume, a very interesting 
representation of earlier days in the 
West. 
Fulle rton in Line 
Fullerton was In line 
with

floats, which showed some of the nu­ 
merous products of that rich section, 
as well as some of her more import­ 
ant industries. 
Placentia contributed 
a handsomely decorated 
automobile,

ed voters to

The petition “bears 189 names gath­ 
ered from the precincts 
concerned, 
Tustin, Delhi, Newoprt 
(Old 
New- 
port), San Joaquin, E l Toro, Brabuco 
and San Juan. The county clerk has 
found that twenty-three of the 189 
are not on the great register, leaving 
166 as certified. The necessary twen­ 
ty-five per cent is 173 names. Under 
tiie law the petition may be amended 
by the man who filed it, and he has an 
opportunity to add new names to bring 
the number to the

173. 
After the petition is finally certified. 


the Board of Supervisors must call 
the election in not less than thirty nor 
more than sixty days.
